AN ACT to authorize Frederick R. Newbold and Robert R.
Livingstone to build and maintain dams and flooding works
across the south branch of the Embarrass river, in towns
twenty-six (26). range eleven (11), and twenty-six (26), range
twelve (12), in Shawano county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented itn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Frederick R. Newbold and Robert R. Locatton of
Livingstone, their heirs and assigng, are hereby author. ™
ized to crect and maintain as many dams as they shall
deem necessary (not exceeding six in number), across
the south branch of the Embarrass river at any point
or points in town twenty-six (26), range eleven (11),
or town twenty six (26), range twelve (12), in the
county of Shawano, and such wings, canals or other
works as shall be necessary in connection therewith, to
make said stream navigable for logs and timber.

SeCTION 2. The aforesaid persons, their heirs and siides to be
assigns, shall build suitable slides in said dam for run- o St %echin
ning logs, timber and lumber over the same, and shall tmes.
keep the same in repair. The same shall be kept open
at all times when theriver is i adriving stage and there
are logs, timber or lumber to run over said dam; and
when it is not necessary to hold the water back for the
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Eurpose of driving or flooding logs, timber or lumber
elow the dam, for which purpose flood gates shali be
kept in repair and built in such a manner as to be shut
or opened, as the case may require, to flood the said
logs, timber or lumber.

SEcTION 3. The aforesaid persons, their heirs and
assigns, shall enjoy the privileges granted in this act,
for the term of fifteen years.

SEcTION 4.  'When the aforesaid persons, their heirs
and assigns, shall have completed the said dam, as
aforesaid, they are hereby authorized and empowered
to receive and collect from the owners of logs, timber
and lumber passing over such slides, or driven by the
aid of said dams, as a compensation for keeping up
and maintaining such dams, the sum of ten cents per
thousand feet, board measure. And the aforesaid
Frederick R. Newbold and Robert R. Livingstone, their
heirs or assigns, shall have a lien upon ail logs, tim-
ber or lumber passing over said dams or driven by aid
thereof, until the charges aforesaid shall be fully paid,
which lien may be enforced in the same manner a3 the
lien of laborers on logs.

SkctioN 5. The control of said dam, the slides and
gates of the same and all works appertaining thereto,
shall belong to the aforesaid persons, their heirs and
assigos.

AN ACT to authorize Wyota Strausky to maintain a dam across
Kewaunee river in Kewaunee county, Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Wyota Strausky is hereby authorized
to maintain and keep up a dam across Kewaunes river
at a point on the southwest quarter, section fourteen
(14), township twenty-three (23), range twenty-four
(21), in Kewaunee county, Wisconsin.

The aforesaid person and assigns shall
build saitable slides in said dam for running logs, tim-
ber and lumber over the same, and shall keep the same
in repair.
